A Milling, Jostling Throng 
, Dashed Across Border 
. 
To Claim Land. 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
April 
21.— 
T hirty-three years ago tom orrow 
the eyes of the Uniter States rested 
on Oklahom a. There in the heart ot 
the romantic* Southw est was enacted 
one of the most thrilling scenes in 
th6" m ighty d ram a of the settlem ent 
of a great com m onw ealth. 
M arked off by the federal govern­ 
m ent into 160-acre tracts was a fer­ 
tile expanse 
of prairie, 
3,OOO,UUU 
acres, w atered by a b u n d an t stream s 
and rich in n a tu re ’s bounty. Around 
its borders paced blue clad figures 
of United States soldiers, rifles over 
shoulders, eyes alert. 
W hen daylight raised the curtain 
th a t m orning in 1889 on the state 
th a t had been set for the spectacle 
of th e opening of the territo ry of 
O klahom a, it revealed a m otley army 
cam ped on the edge of the area to 
be given to those who claimed it 
first. F o r days they had been g a th ­ 
ering on all four sides, and th ro u g h ­ 
o ut th e last night the stragglers had 
been pulled up in vehicles of all 
kinds, 
jostling 
and 
crow ding 
for 
places of vantage when the boom of 
a cannon should set in m otion the 
vast a rra y of hom e-seekers. 
A C row ding T hrong. 
Ail 
m orning 
they 
milled 
about 
ju st outside the lino held by tile sol­ 
dier guards, im patient for the com ­ 
ing of noon when the race for claims 
w as to sta rt. The day was calm and 
clear, and as the h our drew near 
a heavy quiet settled oh the arm y, 
according to the accounts told by 
those who participated in the event. 
Then the boom of a cannon, a r a t­ 
tle of rifle fire up and down the 
line of soldiers, and the “ r u n ” was 
on. The “ 89’e rs” swept across the 
line and th e m ad scram ble for hom es 
began. 
The territo ry which was opened 
w as bounded on the south by the 
South C anadian river; on the west 
by a line th at ra n w here El Reno 
now stan d s; on the north by a line 
located abo u t twelve miles north of 
G uthrie and on the east by a line 
situated 
ju st to 
the west of the 
present 
O klahom a 
county 
eastern 
border. The land had been surveyed 
by th e federal governm ent. Corner 
stones had been set, and the rules 
of th e “ r u n ” were th a t the man 
who first found a 160-acre tract so 
m arked by th e stones could stake it 
off as his claim. 
Only L and Not Taken. 
T he land wras th e only area in 
O klahom a th at had not been assign­ 
ed 
to Indian tribes. On all 
sides 
w ere reservations inhabited by Rod­ 
men. On the. east were the Iowas, 
Kickapoos, 
Pottaw atom ies, 
Abeen- 
tees and Shawnees; on the west the 
Cheyennes and the A rapahoes; on 
the n o rth th e Cherokee outlet and 
on the south the Chickasaws. 
A lthough the federal authorities 
m ade earnest efforts to 
keep all 
settlers from th e unassigned lands 
u ntil the signal was given for the 
s ta rt of the “ ru n .” num erous “ soon­ 
e rs,” m ade th eir way across the line 
and were in possession of some of 
the choicest claims w hen the bulk 
of th e settlers arrived. 
Many interesting stories are told 
of these “ sooners,” the men who 
cam e over th e line too soon. Scores 
of them w ere arrested for perjury 
and m any were sentenced to term s 
in the federal penitentiary %t Leav­ 
enw orth, Ran., the m ajority being 
paroled soon after. 
The state capitol stands on part 
of a claim which, according to rec­ 
ords of the “ ru n ” was staked out 
by a “ sooner.” 
C elebrate in New York. 
N EW YORK, April 21.— An echo 
of th e can n o n ’s Doom th a t started 
th e mad ru sh across th e line into 
O klahom a th irty -th ree ye^rs ago w ill 
be heard tom orrow n ig h t in th e ball 
room of a fashionable hotel here 
w hen th e O klahom a Society of New 
York gives a dance and reception 
in com m em oration of the “ ru n .” 
Charles N. H askell, first governor 
of O klahom a and now an oil opera­ 
to r of this city, and Scott Ferris, 
form er congressm an from O klahom a, 
are to be guests of honor. A nnounce­ 
m en t of the reception m ade plain 
th a t all 
O klahom ans 
in the city, 
w heth er m em bers of the O klahom a 
society or not, were invited to a t­

1922, 
neither figures including sum m er school enrollm ent, 
is shown in a resum e issued today by Dr, A. Lin- 
scheid, president. 
Phenom enal strides have been m ade by the Ada, 
college within the last IO years, the report indi­ 
cates. 
Following is a com parative statem ent which in­ 
dicates in brief the extent of this advancem ent.

Ten years ago the in stitution attem pted 
to clo 
work only two years in advance of th at done in 
the high school; consequently there were no degrees 
nor candidates for degrees.

to receive degrees. 
There are m any colleges which 
have been bonferring degrees for a q u a rte r of a

Records in Excellent Condition 
All stud en t credits as handed iii by the respective 
instructors are bound in book form and a transcript 
is m ade as soon as the instructor sends in the 
credits for any term . 
The daily class books of the 
instructors are also preserved, all bound volumes 
of credits, together with all credit sheets are p re­ 
served in a fire-proof safe. 
Thus there is a triple 
check upon all credits and there is no possibilty 
th a t a credit earned is ever lost.
